ALBERTA’S WHEAT CROP 

While it will be some time before [ 
definite figures on the wheat crop of I 
the Province of Alberta are available ! 
it seems reasonably certain, from the I 
unanimity of expert reports, that this 
province, which has created and held I 
world' records for grain yields, has 
this year established new ones. This 
will mean that Alberta will record a 
total wheat yield in excess of the 
166,800,000 bushels achieved in 1923 • 
when an average of 28 bushels to the 
acre was secured, and an average per 
acre over the 6,251,000 acrJs sown to 
wheat of more than the 31 bushels of 
the 1915 crop. 

The uniform excellence of the Al¬ 
berta crop has, in fact, been remark¬ 
able, very few districts reporting av¬ 
erages for wheat lower than 30 bush¬ 
els to the acre and many as high as 
40 and over. In Northern Altferta the 
Strathcona district has returned an 
average of 40 bushels, per acre, the 
Erskine division 41 bushels, Camrosei 
35 bushels, and Bawlf 35 bushels. In 
Southern Alberta the averages would 
appear to be even higher, and yields 
are reported ,over extensive acreages 
which have never been equalled be¬ 
fore. 

On the farm of the Nobleford 
Foundation, near Lethbridge, which is 
said to be the largest grain farm in 
the world, a l,3QO-acre field, which in 
1916 set a world record of 52 bushels 
of wheat to the acre, has this year es¬ 
tablished a new world record of near¬ 
ly 60 bushels per acre. Wheat off 
stubble threshed by combine on the 
same farm yielded 44 Vi bushels to the 
acre and weighed 61 pounds to the 
bushel. A farm in the Lethbridge 
Northern Irrigation district returned 
-60 bushels of Marquis wheat to the 
acre, a record which only held for a 
few days until returns from a 70-acre 
field of spring wheat in the Taber dis¬ 
trict shoyed an average yield of 67 
bushels to the acre. In the Barons 
district, a yield of 64 bushels to the 
acre was received on a 240-acre tract, 
and at Lethbridge a 60-acre field 
yielded 69 bushels to the acre. 

; Equally astonishing yields have 
been reported in widely separated 
sections. In the Edmonton district a 
25-acre field of Garnet wheat yielded 
65 bushels of No. 1 grade per acie. 
The Jenner district of Southern Al¬ 
berta returned an average of 45 bush¬ 
els of wheat to the acre over its ex¬ 
tent, the grain weighing 63 pounds to 
the bushel, while oats returned 90 
bushels to the acre. At Coaldale a 
yield of 57 bushels to the acre was 
achieved over an entire farm, and in 
an adjoining district a field of 73 
acres which had been partially hailed, 
and for which the owner received in¬ 
surance, returned an average of 41 
bushels to the acre. 

The revenue pouring into Alberta 
farmsteads from these grain yields, 
considering the prevailing prices for 
wheat, can be. imagined. It must be 
recollected too, that these returns 
come from farm lands which are the 
cheapest on the North American con¬ 
tinent. The average value of all -oc¬ 
cupied farm land in Alberta together 
with the buildings thereon last year 
was $26 per acre, so that this year the 
average farmer will receive from this 
one crop substantially more than its 
average 'acreage value. The individ¬ 
ual who purchased an Alberta farm 
this spring will have carried his indebt 
e^ness from his first harvest. 

The eyes of the land-hungry have 
been more forcibly drawn to Alberta 
since its Peace River country, in 1926, 
produced the world’s championship 
wheat and oats, as adjudged at the 
Chicago International.. A greater in¬ 
flux of settlers has been experienced 
into the province, to take advantage 
of the opportunities existing in devel¬ 
oped farms and file upon Government 
homesteads. Filings upon the latter 
in the first eight months of the year 
numbered 1937, a heavy increase over 
thc previous year, and accounting for 
the occupation of over 300,000 acres 
of land. The splendid returns from 
the 1927 harvest cannot but further 
stimulate Alberta land settlement. 

FOR, WORLD PEACE 

The chaplain of the American Leg¬ 
ion, Rev. Mr. Wilson, holds the opin¬ 
ion that an exchange of youth of all 
nations as a means of'establishing 
world peace, and he suggests that the 
Legion propose to the government I 
that in years when there was a treas¬ 
ury surplus, one fourth of the money 
accruing from war debts, be given to 
establishment of such a plan., 
“Through the exchange of the youth 
of various countries,” he said, ‘‘the 
exchange of their ideas and their fra¬ 
ternity with each other will tend to es 
tablish a world-wide friendship, a 
friendship that few countries will be 
ready to break at a moment’s notice 
and a friendship these youths will 
not break under any circumstances.”

PEACE RIVER HIGHWAY 


As the result of a trip of inspec¬ 
tion into the north country by Hon. O. 
L. McPherson, minister of public 
works, and J. D. Robertson, deputy 
minister, it has b«*en decided that fur¬ 
ther improvement will have to be un¬ 
dertaken on the permanent location of 
the Peace River Highway before tra¬ 
vel will be possible over the road into 
. the north. Prior to beginning work on 
the Peace River Highway between 
Athabasca and McLennan two years 
ago the government engineers after a 
careful survey recommended a perma¬ 
nent location for the road which 
would be improved from year to year. 
This recommendation was accepted 
and during 1926 sections of the per¬ 
manent location were improved in 
places where there was no trail or 
where the old trail used by early set¬ 
tlers and trappers was not suitable 
for motor car traffic. However, 
where the old trail had been reason¬ 
ably passable for the past six or sev¬ 
en years and coula be used temporar¬ 
ily during the average season and un¬ 
der ordinary weather conditions, the 
improvement on the permanent loca¬ 
tion was postpohed. Unfortunately 
during the summer 1 just past, the wa¬ 
ter of Lesser Slave Lake rose six feet 
above normal, thereby rendering im¬ 
passable for traffic the old trail which 
generally followed the lake shore and 
making it necessary for the govern¬ 
ment to proceed immediately with the 
improvement of the highway on the 
permanent location which was adopt¬ 
ed as such two years ago. 

ALBERTA FORESTS 


| Forest area in Alberta comprises| 

I 35 per cent, of the total land area of: 
the province, according to a review of 
the situation given by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The land area of the 
province is given as 252,925 square 
miles, of which the forest area is 86,- 
660 square miles. Of the forest area 
69 per cent is classified as merchant¬ 
able and accessible forest, the balance 
being remote and sparsely timbered. 

I The total stand of softwood timber in 
the province is given at 11,700,000,000 
feet B.M., comprised of the following 
species: Spruce, 8,500 million feet B. 
M., jack pine, 2,500 million feet B.M.; 
balsam, 200 million feet B.M.; Doug¬ 
las fir, larch, etc., 600 million feet B. 
M. Hardwoods in the province are es¬ 
timated at 5,200,000,000 feet B.M. In 
1925 Alberta had 42 mills in operation 
The number of employes engaged was 
470 and wages paid amounted to $870 
000. Production totalled $1,000,000.

The purchase of the Bar-U Ranch 
by Mr. P. Burns transfers one of tha 
most famous ranch properties of the 
West to the ownership of Western 
Canada’s most famous cattleman, 
says the Calgary Herald. This pro¬ 
perty transfer has a special signifi¬ 
cance at the present time. The cattle 
industry has gone through some try¬ 
ing times in recent years, due princi¬ 
pally to the effect of the American 
tariff. This year’s developments in 
the industry have brought it into bet¬ 
ter times. It has been proved that an 
American demand for good Canadian 
cattle exists, in spite of the Fordney 
tariff. The meat-consuming popula¬ 
tion of the United States is growing 
at a rapid rate, and the production of 
cattle ir. the United States is not 
keeping pace with the domestic de¬ 
mand of that country. Natural con¬ 
ditions will prevent the American do¬ 
mestic supply of cattle from catching 
up to the demand for some years, and 
the outlook for the marketing of Can¬ 
adian livestock across the border for a 
number of years is good.y. No one is 
more shrewed than Mr. Burns in esti¬ 
mating prospective conditions in the 
cattle industry, and his latest pur¬ 
chase may be accepted as an indica¬ 
tion of his confidence that present fa¬ 
vorable conditions will continue and 
probably improve.

ALBERTA TELLS ’EM 


Premier Brownlee Telia the Canadian 
Club of Alberta Resources and 
Needs 


Canadian Pacific Augments Ocean Cargo Fleet 


Fresk from the buoyant communi¬ 
ties of Alberta with their record- 
breaking crop of 1927, Premier J. E. 

Brownlee carried a rare breath of op¬ 
timism to the meeting of the Cana¬ 
dian Club. Milfch has been said of the 
good fortune of Alberta this year in 
its greatest yield per acre of all the 
prairie province, but it remajned for 
the whirlwind address of tKgpremier 
to drive home the full significance of 
the event. 

It is true that much of the wheat 
was caught by late rains and lay for 
days in weather that would reduce 
its grade and lower its market value 
by several million dollars, but already 
means are being involved by which 
wheat may be dried without serious | 
loss in value. The full realization of 
this remedy will cost money, and Mr. 

Brownlee sounded a request for fed¬ 
eral aid. To be sure all Canada bene¬ 
fits by a bountifull harvest, but is 
there not ju§t a little too much readi¬ 
ness to run to Ottawa whenever a lew 
thousand are wanted, no matter how 
much the need ? 

When Mr. Brownlee told his hearers 
that Alberta and Saskatchewan alone 
would have new wealth, or purchasing 
power, of between $700,000,000 and 
$800,000,000 this year he talked the 
language that the east likes to hear. 

This harvest means a galvanizing of 
business that will be. felt all through 
the channels of trade. Railways will 
reap their share, factories will make 
and sell more goods; the worker will 
feel the influence of this purchasing 
power, for his employment will be 
more certain and,his pay envelope will 
be fatter. Women will lose their anx¬ 
iety over Saturday’s marketing, and 
childrenrivill feel that Santa Claus is 
going to be more generous than usual. 

There is nothing of the pessimist 
about Mr. Brownlee. He looks for a 
continuation of good times for agri¬ 
culture for at least five or ten years. 

He returned recently from Europe, 
ivhere he fojind enough depression 
and tax burden to convince him of 
the happy position of Canada. While 
granting the importance of industrial 
operations and the wisdom of develop 
ing an all-round prosperity, he plead¬ 
ed for full consideration for the indus-' 
try that lies at the bottom of all; that 
of farming and food production. ! 

In wheat alone this country has 
reached a supreme position, with an 
export surplus larger than that of 
any other country, even the United 
States. While Mr. Brownlee did notj 
enter the controversial field as to the 
influence of the pool in sustaining 
wheat prices, he ventured the opinion 
that prices will remain satisfactory 
for some years at least. 

Alberta’s record by itself, is enough 
to rouse the pride of every Canadian. 

It became a province only in 1905, 
when its wheat yield was 6,900,000 
bushels. Last year it produced 116,- 
000,000 bushels, and the estimate for 
1927 is now 175,000,000 bushels. In 
other ways Alberta has thrived might 
ily, ad it holds openings for further 
important expansion, in the Peace Ri¬ 
ver region.

T he market growth of ocean trade between Great 
Britain and Canada via the St. Lawrence route 
has prompted the Canadian Pacific, in their building 
estimates for 1927-28, to augment their fleet of 
freight steamers with five modem twin-screw cargo 
vessels. The new ships will be of the “Beaver” class 
and will represent the highest type of express steamer 
to be used in maintaining a weekly service from Lon¬ 
don and continental ports, working strictly to .schedule 
and ensuring definite arrival dates. 

Three of these steamers have been launched, the 
“Beaverburn” on September 27, at Dumbarton, Scot¬ 
land, and the “Beaverdale" the following day at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, England, and the “Beaverford” on 
October 27. Launching of the remaining two ships 
was scheduled to take place shorUy afterwards. 

These five vessels constitute five of the ten ships 
under construction for the Canadian Pacific, the 
others being four 20,000-ton ooean passenger steamers 
of the “Duchess” class and the tenth the “Princess 
Elaine,” to be placed in the Pacific Coast service of 
the Company. The ten ships will comprise a total 
gross tonnage of 135,000 tons and will cost approxi¬ 
mately $25,000,000.

and Continental ports on a weekly service. Their 
speed will be 14 knots, maintained in all weathers, 
and the voyage should be made in 9V4 days. Normally 
the steamers will carry a deadweight of about 10,600 
tons or a .draft of 27 ft., but should the need arise, 
as much as 13,000 tons may be carried on the maxi¬ 
mum load draft. 

The principal dimensions are: Length or water¬ 


line, 512 ft., moulded beam, 61 ft. 6 ins., depth to 
upper deck, 40 ft. 6 ins., and gross tonnage, about 
10 , 000 . 

By means of the “Beaverburn,” “Beaverdale” and 
sister ships, the speediest shipping of Canadian fruits 
and perishable farm produce, will be effected. Fruit 
picked in Ontario can be placed on the London break¬ 
fast table in 11 days or 13 days later in the case 
of fruit and vegetables from the British Columhia 
areas. The same rapidity of shipment will apply to 
cheese, ham, bacon and lard; to cereals, lumber, tim¬ 
ber and manufactured articles. Modern refrigerat¬ 
ing plants are required for ideal transportation of 
fruit and perishable produce, and such plants are a 
feature of the new cargo steamers. j

cient, economic service, rapid loading and unloading, 
cold storage, floating suction and elevator plant for 
grain, and—the biggest market in the world.

While United States fanners have 
been clamoring for laws to restore 
their prosperity, fanners on the Can¬ 
adian prairies have become prosper¬ 
ous through their own efforts, despite 
a tariff which prevents the marketing j 
of wheat in Chicago. Of course, it] 
may be that nature has been kinder 
to the farmer north of the 49th paral¬ 
lel than he has been to the farmer 
aouth of that imaginary line. But 
doea the United States fanner expect 
an act of congress to compel nature 
to treat him better? 


The bureau of statistics today esti¬ 
mates total wheat crop for the year 
as 444,282,000 bushels as compared 
409,811,000 bushels last year. Fall 
wheat is estimated at more than 22,- 
000,000 bushels and spring wheat at 
more than 421,000,000. The report 
notes that damage from hail, rust and 
frost has been "considerable" in Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan. “For Canada 
as a whole the wheat crop is the sec¬ 
ond largest on record,” s*a|ee the re¬ 
port. •> 


Alex. Galbraith of Edmonton, for¬ 
merly Superintendent of fairs and in¬ 
stitutes in the provincial department 
of agriculture, has again been select¬ 
ed to judge the Suffolk horses at the 
Chicago International Livestock Show 
Mr. Galbraith who is recognized as 
one of the outstanding horse judges on 
the continent has attended the Inter¬ 
national every year since its organi¬ 
zation, with the exception of 1923 
when he. was abroad on immigration 
work for the Dominion Government. 


ALBERTA SETS HIGH RECORDS 

Alberta range steers have on two 
different occasions topped the big cat¬ 
tle market in Chicago where, on an 
ordinary day at this time of year, 
thousands of cattle are received for 
sale. On both occasions the cattle 
were from the ranges of Southern Al- 
I berta, where this year the grass has 
been particularly good. So important 
did the Associated Press consider the 
fact that Alberta steers were on top 
that, on the occasion of the sale of 18 
head from the A. E. Cross ranch at 
Lundbreck, it sent out a despatch to 
the daily papers of the United States 
telling about it, and concluded by say¬ 
ing: "Good breeding and abundance of 
grass from their Alberta pasturage 
gave the steers quality and finish 
which buyers said rivalled corn-fed 
cattle. The Cross ranch is in the foot 
hills of the Rockies near the Prince 
of Wales ranch.” 

ROAD GRAVELLING 

Despite the heavy snow the road 
gravelling program of the provincial 
department of public works is being 
carried out to completion, Hon. O. L. 
McPherson, minister of the depart¬ 
ment, said in an interview recently. 
The section between McLeod arid 
Nanton and between W(,aterton and 
Cardston had not been completed be¬ 
fore the snow, he said. Before com¬ 
ing to Calgary Thursday the minister 
was out for about ten days inspecting 
the roads in the northern part of the 
province. He found the highways in 
fairly good shape. With regard to 
the moving of snow from the high¬ 
ways during the winter months, the 
minister was not prepared to commit 
the department on any program. 

BAN ON SMALL ENVELOPES 

The post office department has de¬ 
clared war on the small en^elppe, and 
milady’s dainty envelope is sobn to be 
a matter of history. Primarily re¬ 
sponsible is the new cancellation ma¬ 
chine adopted by the postal authori¬ 
ties. When the cancellation stamps 
were imprinted by hand there was no 
great need for uniformity of envelope 
sizes, but now, it is pointed out, mis¬ 
sive containers of uniform size are 
ndcessary to the efficiency of Canadas 
postal system. 'The postoffice auth¬ 
orities negotiated with the manufac¬ 
turers, and the latter have'greed not 
to turn out any more small envelopes. 


Vulcan No. 2—Drilling was in pro¬ 
gress on Friday afternoon the report¬ 
ed depth being $3,850 feet. 

Working in a hard shale, Uo.valite 
No. 9 reached a depth of 1,000 feet on 
Friday afternoon and water has been 
shut off at Royalite No. 10 at 160 feet. 
j Deepening Dalhousie No. 5 is con¬ 
tinuing the reported depth being 
4,610 feet. A ldtary rig is being in¬ 
stalled at Dalhousie No. 6, because 
the heavy gas pressure has made dril¬ 
ling with standard tools very difficult. 

A fishing job is in progress at the 
Foothills No. 1 well, which is down 
.3,425 leet. The 8k*-inch casing is be¬ 
ing run at the Highwood No. 1 well at 
a depth of 3,504 feet. The well is now 
in the Fernie shales. 

Drilling will be resumed at the Ok- 
alta well during the early days of the 
week. The 8 1-4 inch casing has been 
set at 4100 feet and production sands 
of the Dakotas is looked for ifi tiie 
next 100 feet of drilling. 

The first deliveries of timber for re¬ 
building the derrick at Mcl>eod No. 1 
well which was destroyed by fire dur¬ 
ing the past week have already reach¬ 
ed the ground and rig builders will go 
to work soon according' to officials of 
the company. 

Cold weather slowed up develop¬ 
ment at Illinois Alberta No. 2 well [ 
during the last days of the week, but j 
better progress is looked for in the I 
future. The well had reached a depth] 
of 656 feet at the last report and the i 
new bits which have now arrived are 
expected to speed up the making of 
hole from now on. 

Illinois Mbcrta figures for last 
week show an average daily produc¬ 
tion of 107 barrels per day according 
to directors of the company interview 
on Sunday. This increase is attribu¬ 
ted to the colder weUther. In the 24' 
hours ending Sunday noon, the well 
gave 111 barrels showing a further 
improvement. 

With the casing cemented 40 feet in 
the lime Spooner No. 1 resumed its 
steady approach to big production dur 
ing Friday. Already the well is flow¬ 
ing about 500,000 cubic feet of very 
wet gas per day ami interesting devel¬ 
opments are expected the coming 
week or so. The latest depth was giv 
en by Mr. Snyder as 4700| feet, and 
the separator is fixed un on the 
ground in preparation for a commer¬ 
cial strike of gas. ” 

The weekly report of the Imperial 
Oil Company shows that the Royalite 
No. 7 well has become sufficiently sig¬ 
nificant as a producer ti) be placed on 
the pipe line. The diamond tools which 
were frozen in a few days ago, have 
been removed successfully. The well 
will be allowed to blow for a few days ^ 
before the connections are iinked up. ■ 

It has been decided, according to 
a report, to continue drilling opera¬ 
tions at the Royalite No. 6 well with 
the view to bringing it into produc¬ 
tion. 

Development work at several of the 
Turner Valley wells has been inter¬ 
fered with by the severe weather dur 
ing the past week. Difficulties with 
water supply has been fairly common, 
according to reports from the field, 
and the New Valley directors have de¬ 
cided to again close down activities at 
the well until conditions are improv¬ 
ed. Although snow lies deeply on the 
Turner Valley, estimates placing the 
week’s fall at about 14 inches, the 
roads were reported in fair condition 
during the week-end and several oper 
ators made the journey. 

Vulcan No. 1—A telephone conver¬ 
sation with officials of the Vulcan 
Company at the Vulcan No. 1 well on 
Friday confirmed the report that the 
well had blown in again. About 1,500 
feet of crude oil was standing in the 
hole and this was blown out, spraying 
the derrick. None of it was saved.] 
The well then returned to its ordinary- 
flow of wet gas from which naptha is 
being extracted. When the well blew 
in, an attempt was being .made to re¬ 
cover the tools which werg lost at the 
bottom. The string of grappling tools 
' had been lowered to within 170 feet of 
the bottom. It is understood that no 
further attempt will be made under 
the present weather conditions to 
grapple the tools. 

IN BETTER SHAPE 

Major Strange, Wheat Wizard, Says 

Farmers Are Fifty Percent Better 
Off This Year Than Last 

“The financial return for the farm¬ 
ers’ efforts this year will be extraor- ■ 
dinarily good,” remarked Major H.G. 
L. Strange of Fenn, Alberta, well- 
known wheat wizard, who in past 
years has attained world-wide fame at 
the International Chicago show, and 
who was in Calgary on Friday, says.I 
the Calgary Herald. 

•‘On the average, a farmer should 
be at least 50 per cent better off than | 
last year,’’ he continued. “I am, of I 
course, referring to his net profits, in 
spite of the fact that there will be, I 
think, quite a deal of low grade wheat 
and oats. The farmer will receive , 
good prices not only for his large 
yields of grain but for everything he! 
is producing—poultry, eggs, hogs and 
cattle.” 

Asked if he thought all the grain 
now not threshed will be safely har¬ 
vested, Major Strange said that a 
study of the agricultural history of 
Western Canada would show that 
hardly a year passed but at some] 
time or another threshing weather ap 
pears and sufficient of it. The agri- ] 
cultural prosperity that existed this 
year could not be expected, in the na¬ 
ture of things, to continue every year. 
This was a year where farmers should; 
very carefully husband their resour-j 
ces against the future. I 

The major said that all seed grain j 
this year—wheat, oats and barley— j 
was likely to be of poor appearance ] 
due to weather conditions. Its value! 
as seed may not be greatly affected ] 
but its appearance might be. 

‘"Phis is a year because of the pros-1 
perity of the farmer, when he should j 
very carefully consider the matter of 
making a new study of good seed. 11 
do not know of any expenditure that 
the farmer ran make that will return 
him such big dividends as money 
spent in the purchasing of superior 
pedigreed sed. Pedigreed seed in the 
grain fields bears the same relation¬ 
ship as does the pedigreed sire to the 
livestock herd,” said Major Strange. ;

The sale of the Harry Beatty ranch 
located in the Big Sand Hills north of 
Medicine Hat to James Harris of the 
Harris Abattoir Company of Torontq, 
is announced during the past week. 
The purchase price is stated to be in 
the neighborhood of $40,000 and in adj 
dition to tiie deeded land the de-al in-1 
volves the transfer of 25,000 acres of 
lease, 130 horses and 700 head of cat¬ 
tle. 

J. J. Bowlen, of Calgary, who, with 
D. ■ P. Macdonald, of Cochrane, has 
just sold 30 head of horses to the Rcy 
al Canadian Mounted- Police, at the 
very good price of $150 a head, says 
that both Russia and Japan will be in 
the market for Canadian horses soon, 
the former seeking horses of a heav¬ 
ier type than those so far sought in 
Canada and the latter horses of the 
artillery type. 

The local lodge of Elks have decid¬ 
ed to erect a hall as soon as the wea¬ 
ther will permit of building opera¬ 
tions. They have purchased the cor¬ 
ner beside E. Robinson’s house and 
will build on there. The hall is esti¬ 
mated to cost about $6000 but it is ex¬ 
pected that a lot of voluntary labor 
will be put in on it also. The hall 
will be rented for community affairs 
as well as used for the lodge’s own 
business.—Okotoks Review. 

Homestead filing in the four West¬ 
ern Provinces during September total¬ 
led 392, as compared with 364 for the 
similar period of last year. Manitoba 
showed 35, against -18 last year; Sas¬ 
katchewan 172 against 189; Alberta 
175 against 118 and British Columbia 
10 against 9. Entries for the three- 
quarter period from January to Sep¬ 
tember inclusive totalled 4,776, as 
against Saskatchewan 2,073, against 
2,003;Alberta 2,102, against 1,632 and 
British Columbia 80, against 100. 

Seventy-eight Alberta birds, repre¬ 
senting a number of the good flocks 
in the province were shipped on Sat¬ 
urday by the Alberta Provincial Poul¬ 
try Breeders' Association to Toronto 
where they will compete at the Royal 
Agricultural Winter Fair. W. P. Mc¬ 
Donald of Edmonton is in charge of 
the shipment. Breeders contributing 
to the consignment include A. Sur¬ 
tees; Dr. S. W. D. Frith; W. P. Mc¬ 
Donald; H. Douglas; A. Sparling; Dj\ 
Wilkinson and T. W. Wetherall, J. W. 
Haneox and P. J. Timms of Calgary; 
I. B. Pearson, Lloydminster; E. H. 
Young and Sons, De Winton and the 
Laywell Poultry Farm, Macleod. 

A muskrat farm of thirty acres is 
being established at Smiley’s Lake, 
about half a mile from Stillwater sta¬ 
tion on the Daminion Atlantic Rail¬ 
way. Progress to date is summarized 
as follows: 4,000 feet of trench work, 

2 feet deep, and camp building for 
workmen and caretaker. Approxi¬ 
mate cost $4,000. One acre can ranch 
1,400 muskrats. The Stillwater Lake 
district is well adapted for ranching 
and already a fnink ranch having 
$1,500 worth of stock is doing well. 
One at Elleshouse has stock valued at 
$1,000 and another is being started. 

Referring to this record the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald says lightly, there is 
place in the world where cattle can be 
raised to better advantage than here 
in Southern Alberta, and the above 
despatch happens to confirm our con¬ 
tention. The home of the buffalo is 
the,, natural home of the white man’s 
cattle. Well watered ranges, covered 
by grass which cures naturally and 
prov ides a late fall anil winter feed 
equal to corn cannot but make this a 
gieat cattle country. In our anxiety 
to grow wheat let us not overlook the 
natural advantage we have as a live¬ 
stock country. 

The fourth trainload of horses pur¬ 
chased in the west during the past 
season by tiie buying commission of 
tiie Soviet government was shipped 
from Dunnuue, Alberta, on Thursday 
lor shipment from Quebec to Lenin¬ 
grad about November 15. This con¬ 
signment'is some 300 head short of a 
full boatload, delayed harvesting and 
un.-ettled weather having interfered k 
with roundups on the range in a num¬ 
ber of districts.- More than 3000 hor¬ 
ses will have left Canada for Russia 
when the ship sails this time, states 
Louis Kon, who has been in charge of 
tiie purchasing commission, and of 
these fully 7597 have b('en .secured in 
Albeita. Mr. Kon is unable to an¬ 
nounce for some time plans for fur¬ 
ther purchases next season, but states 
that the Russians have been well 
pleased with the horses shipped from 
the west this year.

30th, just made public, shows ordin¬ 
ary revenue for the 12 months at] 
$13,050,217 and expenditures $12,930,’ 
773;—a.credit balance of $119,144.

Ont., and Regina, who secured these 
prize animals in England, Scotland, 
France and Belgium. They include 
the famous “Lord Willingdon,’’ for 
which Mr. McCallum paid $10,000. 

Inaugurating a direct mail service i 
by air from Quebec City to Ottawa 
and bringing British mail to the Cap- j 
ital 48 hours ahead of regular train 
schedule, a seaplane with first class 
mail from the Canadian Pacific liner f 
“Montroyal” landed on the Ottawa j 
River near the Parliament Buildings. 
This is the first mail to reach Ottawa; 
by the air, andis part of a more gen¬ 
eral experiment on the part of the 
postal authorities. 

A big volume of business is being 
handled by municipalities throughout 
the province at the present time, ac- \ 
cording to reports from inspectors of 
the department of municipal affairs.
